Washinc.tox. May IB.- In answer to 
the request of the commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue, already the collectors 
near Washington have sent in sealed 
packages a large number of the Income 
tax returns. These are being carefully 
tiled away In the safes and file rooms 
of the internal revenue department 
and will be kept under lock and key. 
The commissioner said Friday that If 
he did return the original blank of re- 
turns filed by taxpayers, that would 
not wipe out the record, for as soon as 
tbe returns were made, they were cop- 
ied in the oflice records and books and 
appear so with other returns, mak- 
ing a second record, and this could 
not be sent away, because on the same 
page is the return of hcvcral persons 
or corporations. The commissioner of 
internal revenue has. therefore, de- 

ommendation to congress that a 
resolution be passed authorizing 
the destruction of all the re- 
turns and records made and collected 
of incomes under the old law. This re- 
port will be made to the secretary of 
the treasury, and by him submitted to 
congress. If this is adopted by con- 
gress then the commissioner will be 
able to destroy all records and papers 
now in his possession and in the pos- 
session of his collectors of internal rev- 

The president has decided to disci- 
pline and punish all the free silverites 
and especially those holding office. 
There have been several examples of 
this policy lately, but the most note- 
worthy was the way Senator Vest was 
treated at the treasury Thursday. The 
senator has long been trying to turn 
Missouri bodily over to free silver, and 
therefore he has received his notice 
that he need not expect anything from 
this administration. A receiver was to 
be appointed for a broken bank down 
in Missouri, and a certain gentleman 
had been slated for the place. Sen- 
ator Vest called on Controller of Cur- 
rency Eckles Thursday to protest 
against this man's appointment. The 

that he was very sorry that this gen- 
tleman was not satisfactory to him, in- 
asmuch as the appointment had been 
decided on. Mr. Vest evinced consid- 
erable surprise and asked if the ap- 
pointment would be made against his 
protest. He was informed that it 
would, as the administration intended 
to take care of its friends.

Staples. 



Reports of Severe Damage to Wheat 
and Corn Not Confirmed.

Niw York, May 25. - Hradstreet't 
Saturday aaya: "The moderate reaction 
in the stock market last week and this 
week, caused primarily by repeate< 
frosts and reports of severe damage t 
eereal crops and other farm produce 
wu followed only in part by a cor 
responding; check to the movement in 
general trade. Our special telegraphh 
advices furnish the most striking evi 
dence of a broadening of demand foi 
staples yet produced. No one of thi 
larger grain states confirms the re 
ports of severe damage to wheat am 
corn with which the exchanges havi 
abounded, and there is less reason t< 
believe in the extent of it as cnrrontly 
reported. 

"The free silver coinage 
pears to have encountered many ugly 
facts, notably the incre 
world's production of fold, the falling 
off in the output of silver and the all 
tut universal advance in prices of 
staple products extending now over 
two months. In this week's record 
so far advances are as con- 
spicuous as ever, and include hides, 
shoes, leather pig iron, steel billets, 
nails, bar iron, copper, zinc, wheat, 
Indian corn, oats, pork, lard, wheat 
flour, coffee, cotton, naval stores, pota- 
toes, poultry and butter— S'.' in all. 
Against this record one finds practi- 
cally firm markets for prints, for lum- 
ber, sugar and livestock, with a de- 
crease almost alone for petroleum. 

"The tone of the iron and steel 
market is the strongest since the de- 
pression in 1893-94. and Inquiry has 
been stimulated in nearly all depart- 
ments, with voluntary" advances of 
wages in many lines, and quotations 
for future delivery sharply upwurd. 

"Relatively the greatest improve- 
ment in demand and prices centers 
about Chicago, St. Louis, St Paul, 
Minneapolis, De 
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vorable at San Francisco, Portland, 
Taconia and Seattle. South Dakota 
reports that the loss of range cattle 
last winter was nominal, and that 
prospects for this industry are good."

Washington, May 25.— Hon. Hi 
McCulloch, ex-secretary of the tr« 
ury, died Fridny morning at 3:20, at 
hit country place In Maryland, near 
this city. Death came while Mr. Mc- 
Culloch was in a comatose state, and 
was not so soon expected, even by the 
family physician. A general breaking 
down of the system, due to advanced 
age and aggravated by lung trouble, 
was the cause. His two sons, i 
daughter and a grandson were at hii 
bedside. 

Hugh McCulloch was born in Ken 
nebunk, Me , December 7, 1808. Hi 
entered Iiowdoin in 1824, but leaving 
on account of illness in IMA, taught 
school until 1820, and then studied law 
in Kennebunk and Huston. In 1833 he 
went to the west anil settled in Ft. 
Wayne, Ind. In 1835 he was elected 
cashier and manager of the brunch at 
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then resigned to accept the office oi 
controller of the currency, which was 
tendered to him by Secretary Salmon 

In March, 1805. on the resignation of 
Wm. P. Fessenden. Mr. McCulloch was 
appointed by President Lincoln secre- 
tary of the treasury, at which time the 
government was in great financial 
barrosstnent. It wus still incurring 
enormous expenses and heavy demand! 
were pressing upon a nearly empt\ 
treasury. Mr. McCulloch s first and 
most important duty, therefore, was 
to raise by furtheu loans wlmt 
was needed to pay the large 
amount due to 500,000 
dlers and sailors, whose services 
the government was in a position 
to dispense with, and meet other de- 
mands. This was successfully to 
plished, and in less than six months 
from the time of his appointment aY 
of the matured obligations of the gov 
ernment were paid and a reduction 01 
the debt was begun. 

Secretary McCulloch held oflice tin 
til March 4, 18>',0.
